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Excerpts From History 

(Taken From History of Rutland, Courtesy Holland Herald) 

Rutland is a crossroads ('(immunity of nearly 20 thousand 
about in the center of a wedge-shaped section of land known as 
Vermont. The Indians used it as their hunting ground. 
Champlahi first claimed the region for France when he sailed 
south in .Inly HiOO on the lake that hears his name. 

Rutland as a named community dates from Scptemlier 7. 
ITiil when Banning Went wort h. Royal Governor of New Hamp- 
shire, signed its charter in the name of King George III. 

The town by 1771 had a population of 35 families which 
included Zebulou Meade, brother of .lames. Captain John Smith 
was elected first town clerk. 

The earliest sidewalks were wooden planks laid on trestles 
well above the mud. There may have been stepping stones to 
help the fastidious dry shod over the worst spots but not until the 
quarries were open in West Rutland would the marble slabs 
replace the wooden planks which the new selectmen warned. 
"No person shall drive or ride a horse or other lieast upon except 
to cross; penalty ."if) cents." 

In IS 10, the decade before the railroads came, the census 
reported a population of 2,708. In the town were Hi schools and 
963 scholars. There were 475 horses, 2,518 cattle. 28.332 sheep, 
1,017 swine. Wheat production was 3.708 bushels, barley 8, 
oats 1.1,722, rye 2,100, buckwheat 015, Indian corn 10,347, 
potatoes 48,103 bushels, hay 10,025 ions, sugar 51,833 pounds 
and wool 00.002 pounds. 

The era of franchise rivalries for railroads began in earnest in 
1815. In (jiiick succession charters were granted to run a railroad 
from Rutland to Bennington; then from Rutland to Whitehall 
and later from Rutland to Burlington. Enthusiastic farmers, 
mechanics, business mid professional men subscribed $130,000 in 
stock to finance the road from Rutland to Bellows falls. Business 
as one man expressed it, "began to slide down the hill" as more 
and more store owners saw thj value of a location near the tracks. 

The Bauk of Rutland (now the Community House) was the 
town's first bank, 

Rutland is said to have the oldest municipally supported 
band. It wu> first sponsored by the new city in 1870 and has 
been in continuous existence ever since. Many members have 
given long and loyal service to the band. The late •!. ('. Cox is a 
notable example, lie joined in 1800 as a young man, played 
until 1028 when he was elected director, and directed until 1050 
when he was past 80. The present manager and treasurer 
Raymond Hughes, has been with the band since 1010, and the 
director. Napoleon lanui, ha> been with the hand more than 45 
years.

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Mayor s Message 

'I'n thf Citizi'H* <>f Rutland: 

At this time 1 would be remiss if I did not express my deep 
and humble gratitude to the people of my city for the over- 
whelming vote of confidence at the March election. 

Prior to election I reminded our citizens of the great need t<> 
get Rutland muving again. In the short four months of this 
administration it lias not heen possible In see the fruition of 
everything that we hope to accomplish. However. 1 am pleased 
that many progressive and essential inroads are doing made. 

I shall continue to treat the office of Mayor as a full time 
endeavor because accomplishment can only be the result of 
constant attention to the matters at hand. 

My position as Mayor is to oiler the leadership; my com- 
munity can assist me by taking an active and concrete interest in 
the affairs of our city. I was optimistic at the beginning of my 
term of office and this optimism has licen stimulated and 
strengthened by the many offers of assistance from many good 
citizens. 

I therefore shall continue to enlist the aid of the people of 
Rutland as we join together in our common desire to make this 
eity a leader in our great state and a model of municipal efficiency 
and progress. 

At this time I am pleased to report that many civic improve- 
ments are under way. By the time this city report reaches our 
people, a majority of them will be virtually a reality. 

The following projects are now underway : 

1 1 1 River Street Bridge : 

A thorough study and survey of this ancient structure has 
been completed. We are now attempting to determine which 
of the alternatives shall be implemented, namely, to erect a new 
more attractive and less dangerous bridge, or to replace the 
existing structure by a grade crossing. Action upon this matter 
will be laken as sunn as I he most feasible plan is approved. 

2 1 Temple Crossing: 

The City Knginecr, Vermont Stale Kngineers and other 
interested parties have completed the study of this project. 
Reconstruction work is now underway and soon we will have 
eliminated a dangerous traffic hazard. 
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ij) Pumping Station: 

The contract has heen awarded to Karle and Merry Co. 
,„ the Sewage 1 >isposal Project "Contract 3. Project No. 
\\ T.C Vftr '36'," This pumping station will eliminate 
dumping of city sewage into hast Creek. Work is in commence 
immediately 

(4) Municipal incinerator: 

The city of Rutland took a major step forward recently with 
the purchase of a new incinerator for the city dump, Total cost 
ejI this purchase was $'20.(>!I3.00, although the appropriation for 
this much needed improvement was W2.7OO.O0. \W t litis realized 
I saving of S2.007.00. At this writing work is Underway and 
ue expect that this incinerator will he in complete operation in 
September. 

In addition it was necessary to purchase a front-end loader, a 
necessary piece of equipment for most effective use at the 
incinerator site. 

Again the purchase price was much less than the total 
appropriation. The city paid 14,500.00 for the loader, although 
$11,000.00 was reserved for t his expense. We saved $ 1 ,500.00 on 
this item and a total of $3,. 507.00 on the two purchases. 

In recent Weeks your Mayor appointed a. City Planning 
Commission winch will work with me to discuss and implement 
other necessary civic improvements. This committee, which 
will serve without compensation, is dedicated to the task of help- 
ing to develop more fully our beautiful city. 

The Commission includes Alfred .J. Bcatichamp. chairman, 
.1. Walter Herlihy, Attorney John Hansen. Ralph .1. Bitgbee, 
Wayne M. Kdson and I'ayson R. Webber; also, the Aldermanic 
Committee on Planning, Howard W. Douglas, chairman, Richard 
Burke and Arthur E. Crowley, Sr. 

I am deeply indebted to these individuals and know that 
their work will be constructive, valuable and will meet with 
hearty approval by our citizens. 

In the complex structure of our municipal government many 
other improvements are under study. We are hopeful to offer a 
more systematic and better developed traffic pattern in our city 
with emphasis upon the downtown shopping areas. We are 
studying the possibility of North Main Street becoming a four- 
lane highway, as it was originally planned. Being the main 
thoroughfare, we an- anxious to improve the flow of vehicles 
along this heavily traveled artery. 



Id 
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Rutland, like much of the nation, faced a critical water 
problem this past summer. Reluctantly. I ordered a partial and 
later a complete hati on the use of water tor lawns, gardens and 
swimming pools. 

It is my opinion that before another year we must approach a 
solution to the drastic water shortage, and consider further 
means of averting it. We are now looking into the feasibility of 
running water pipes from the Pen-stock at (den Dam. In the 
event of a serious water shortage or ot her emergency we would be 
able to cope with the problem. 

The Pine Hill Development plan, placed l>efore me and the 
Board of Aldermen, is also Ix'ing discussed, but no specific action 
has been taken. 

Last April in the special election we allowed the voters the 
seeond opportunity to appropriate necessary funds for additional 
street repairs, storm sewers and sidewalks, t'nfortunately, these 
requests were refused. I assure the citizens thai we cannot afford 
to let these necessities tall into disrepair. Sooner or later these 
things must Ik- done and 1 urge all our people to give them serious 
and intelligent fore-thought Iwfore our next city election. 

I enjoy being the "Jiith Mayor of Rutland. I encourage your 
MiVice, and I appreciate the extreme good-will of all the people. 

I would like to express my appreciation to all loyal City 
officials who were extremely helpful during the transition period 
when my administration took oflice.

IKSTRUCTIOH AND RELATED SBRVICE8 

Art work in the elementary grades, this year, was given with 
more emphasis than usuaJ on painting, both in water color and 
powder paint: and with less emphasis on craft-like handwork. 
\ew emphasis also was placed on Art Appreciation, In I he 
Junior and Senior high schools. Art Principles and the History 
of Art were given more time, and each student talented or other- 
wise was given a chance to carry out individual as well as specially 
— igned projec ts Art I'.xhihits were numerous: and there was the 

continued fine cooperation between this Department and the 
community. 

.Music Instruction in the I'ublic Schools has suffered some- 
what this year chiefly localise we are still trying to teach the 
steadily increasing numl>er of children with the same teaching 
-tall! In some ca.-es it is possible for the teacher to visit any 
given class only once in two weeks. To the forty pupils studying 
instruments in the elementary schools at I Ik beginning of the 
year were added thirty-one beginners, making a total of 
seventy-One instrumentalists in two elementary school bands at 
the end of the year. In the Junior High, there Were fifty-four 
instrumental players who met for rehearsals two and three times 
weekly before school. New blazers ibis year for the members 
nf the Junior High School Band have given it a smart appearance. 
The Junior High ('horns numbered NO voices, and met two and 
three times weekly, before school, alternating with the Hand. 
In the Senior High, during the spring semester, a Music Theory 
class was organized for interested Students, and met twice weekly 
after school. The class proved to be very successful 

This year we were fortunate in securing another Speech 
Therapist to carry on the program started in September. I!M»H. 
Of the (121 children screened. !l!> received speech therapy during 
the year; 7!l remaining on a waiting list. Thirteen who received 
therapy this year were dismissed from the program for satis- 
factory improvement: and .117 presently remain on the re-check 
list for next year. Since the present Therapist is marrying, as did 
the first one. we must once more search for a replacement. The 
program will continue to Ik 1 handicapped until we can find someone 
who will stay with us longer than one year. 



An 
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In the elementary schools i hi> year more experimental work 
has been going on in the various curriculum areas. An additional 
teacher of Art in the elementary schools has improved thai 
program, particularly in the primary grades. A very successful 
mobile Library service was established in two schools in March, 
and made a part of the Reading program tot Grades I. -V and B. 
This service involved the use of rolling honksheh es abundantly 
stocked with excellent new hooks. The plan is to continue thai 
until all schools are 90 equipped. An attempt has heen made to 
tailor the Reading approach to the needs of the class instead of 
putting all our elfort in one hasic system. This has brought 
about heavy phonetic emphasis in some of the primary grades 
where the incidence of reading disability appeared io be high. 
Selected classrooms have used experimental Science units: and 
some work has heen done to determine the effectiveness ol 
programmed material in Social Studies and 1'ngli-li Grammar 
This year we have continued our contract Service for the Family 
Life foundation '■School Fnit";uud, because of improvements ID 
the administration of the program and the high quality of the 
persons assigned, the work has been very satisfactory in the field 
ol Mental Health for elementary school children. 

The only reported item of interest for the Junior High School, 
this year, was that the Language Laboratory was increased in 
size to accommodate up to 30 pupils. 

For the Senior High School, the following are items of special 

interest 

We have a new Advanced Placement program in Fnglish. 
Also, various levels of French instruction have been 
developed ill Preach P which will he carried on into the 

third year and provide a basis tor Advanced Placement 

in the senior year of French. 

The addition of Welding instruction in the Trade Depart- 
ment was perhaps equal in importance, especially so 
since so many boys were able to take advantage of it. 

The following are new indications of the continuation of 
excellent work in our Senior High School: 

Thirty-six of the sixty-nine Sophomores who took the 

I National Kducational Development Tests scored in the 
top 10', on a national basis. Of this number, twenty 
were in the top 2%, and of these, eight were in the 
top t%. 

In the National Merit Scholarship Testing Program, two 
Seniors became Finalists and two received Letters of 
Commendation for their high scores. 
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In the American Association of 'Teachers of Trench Annual 
Examination, first Prise in the State in French 1 was 
won by a Sophomore. Second Prize in Trench II by a 
Sophomore, First Prize in French III by a Junior and 
Second Prize in French IV by a Senior. 

Numerous competitive Honorary Scholarships have been 
won by members of the Class of IflGa. We believe thai 
We shall have reason to lx> proud of the future accom- 
plishments of these young men and women and of 
many others among their classmates. 

The greatest honor to conic to the High School directly 
was conferred by the American Association of Physics 
Teachers in selecting Rutland High School as one of the 
ten schools in the United States to be awarded its 
Certificate of Merit. 'The Certificate reads "For excel- 
lence in the leaching of Physics Rutland High School is 
chosen by the American Association of Physics Teachers 
as outstanding among the High Schools of tin- United 
Slates." 

The Library now has 7.030 volumes, a net gain of 173 
volumes over last year. Total circulation is up again; 
with a very significant increase of almost 10 c ; in 
uonfiction over lasl year. Another area showing a 
marked gain has been the greatly increased use of 
periodicals. 

We can take more than ordinary pride in the "Shared Time" 
program in the Trade and Technical department of the High 
School. Recently the Vermont Catholic Tribune, with a circu- 
lation of over 30,000, devoted a hall' page to ibis program in 
I! ul land We were recognized as the starters of tins type of 
program in Vermont. Since 1010 there has been the very best of 

cooperation between Mount St. Joseph Academy and the High 
School. The boys in this Department have sponsored activities^ 
or completed projects, such as a hobby contest at the Junior 
High School and the completion of a three-year program of land- 
scaping the Trade and Technical Annex with new shrubbery. 
'Through the operation of the Manpower Development 'Training 
Act programs, we received many tools and machines for use in 
our day program, 'This, in turn, sines local taxpayer money from 
having to be used to purchase such equipment. Five hundred 
and forty-seven adults were enrolled in courses giveu at the 
Rutland Fveuing Trade and Technical School. Apprenticeship 
and 'Trade and 'Technical Kxtcieoon course- enrolled 3X0 students. 
Special Technical courses had a total of 1 10 individuals, Man- 
power 'Training and Development programs had ol members 
Classes were held at the High School, at ( ieueral Kleetric, at the 
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Central Fire Station, and at the Rutland Hospital. The 5-17 
adults who attended, came from 65 towns and the City of 
Jutland. Through this training some men have secured employ- 
ment here and have moved their families into the City. This has 
liecn the best year since 1940 when the program started. The 
- bool operated five nights a week for most of the school year. 
Chiefly because of the accomplishments of this Department and 
I he varied program offered our youth, the State Hoard of Fduca- 
tion this year has designated Rutland High School as an Area 
Vocational Center. With the Federal and State governments 
1 1 s well as a number of surrounding towns bearing a considerable 
share of the expense, we can look forward to further development 
in this field. It is only fair to point out that the great advances 
made in this Department are due almost wholly to the efforts of 
the Director of Trade and Technical Education, Mr. Henry 
L. Doll. 

In the field of Guidance Services there continues to be a 
significant increase in student-initiated counseling interviews 
\ i t h the result that this has been a very busy year for the 
1 Guidance staff. Attempts to wrestle with our limitations by 
using group techniques rather than the more time consuming 
individual approach has resulted in some criticism. In the Junior 
High an audio-visual unit has been developed concerning our 
ecfafiical Drafting program and its possibilities for the individual 
indent. This is the first of a series of such units which will be 
.leveloped by our own -l ;ifV for use in Guidance classes. The 
lieport of the Director of Guidance shows that at least somewhat 
nver ">l* , of the IH'm graduating class will continue in some form 
of education beyond high school. 

for the fourth year we have had a very successful general 
Adult Education Program. Seventeen different adult courses 
were taught to .">77 persons. Encouraged by very favorable public 
reaction the "World Knowledge Series'" a film-lecture program- 
was a notable success. The "General " Program together with 
the great variety of courses taught in the Evening Trade and 
Technical School mentioned earlier in this Report, provided a 
record total of 1,121 adults in this area with superior opportunities 
for Adult Education.

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SCHOOL BUDGET 

Our Budget has been adopted by the .School Board as 
provided for in our City Charter. However, according to Law. 
we are "presenting" the Budget elsewhere in this Heport. 

LONG RANGE PLANNING 

Our lirst "School Building Survey," completed in late 1950, 
provided us with an authoritative guide for the progress of this 
School System since that time. It is no exaggeration to slate 
that most of the progress made has come as a direct result of the 
help thus furnished our School Board. With the exception of a 
Municipal Athletic Field, and one or two other minor items, 
everything has l>eeii accomplished as outlined in the "Timetable 
of Recommendations." 

After such a happy experience with out first long range plan, 
it was natural for us to seek the guidance of experts in this field 
in looking ahead to the next It) to l.~> years. This was done w hen 
the Board of School Commissioners engaged the firm of Engel- 
hard t, Engelhardt A l^eggett, Educational Consultants; who 
have made three separate studies, as follows: 

1) "A Study of Administrative Organization and Pro- 
cedures," completed, and received bv the Board on Mav 
3, 1966. 

2) A "School Building Needs" Survey, completed and 
delivered to the Board on June In, 11)65.

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Report Of The Librarian 

For the Year Ending June AO, 1965 

To the Honorable ('iltj Council and Citveent of BliUand: 

It is a pleasure to present my second animal report as 
Director of the Rutland Free Library. The past year was a 
busy one characterized by many activities, outstanding among 
which were preparations for the upcoming new addition to the 
building, anticipation of which seemed to fie the dominant aspect 
in the library's atmosphere. 

As most citizens are aware, the generosity of Mr. Edwin W. 
Lawrence, who contributed a sizeable amount toward the cost of 
the building project, provided the impetus to In-gin plans for an 
addition, which has been needed for a number of year.-. Money 
from the Library Association's trust funds and a matching grant 
from the Federal Government add to this gift the amount neces- 
sary to complete the project. 

The expansion, on the east side of the present building, will 
include 42-foot wings added to the children's room and to the 
reference and reading room. In between these two symmetrical 
wings will bp additional stack space, nearly doubling the capacity 
of the present stacks, and needed office space. Architectural 
plans will make for an aesthetically pleasing arrangement of the 
expansion as a whole. The basement space will provide for 
expansion needs of a longer term, in addition to this. 

Book Collection 

flood library service is heavily dependent upon its book 
collection and its staff. A library's book collection consists in 
part of materials which currently are popular, and in part of 
works which will be consulted and used over a much longer 
period. Some of the fiction, much of the non-fiction, and the 
reference collection as a whole are in the latter category. Good 
book selection involves giving appropriate emphasis to each of 
these areas, so that a desirable balance of the two will be achieved. 

In the reference area we endeavored during the past year 
further to strengthen the library's collection by adding new titles 
in a broad range of subject fields. Illustrative of these new works 
are the Concise Dictionary of American Biography, Simpson's 
Contemporary Quotations and Copperud's Dictionary of Fsage 
and Style, Bolton's American Armory, the Larousse Encyclopedia

The Library of Modern Social Science, the Official Encyclopedia 

of Bridge. Barron'o Profiles of American Colleges, and the 

Reader's Encyclopedia of Modern Drama are among other new 
lilies which illustrate library purchases in various reference WC&U 
i-i'lc liotu the updating of standard works of reference. 

Children's Department and Library Staff

Mis> Mary [shell, cataloger and reference librarian, also 
BTVed Rfl consultant at a Mate sponsored workshop on cataloging 
held for town librarian- in the area. Mrs. Frances Carroll again 
it tended a three week summer school on public library techniques 
at the Fiuversity of Ww Hampshire. 

Miss Vivian Hewitt and Mrs. Carolyn Sharp continued to 
play their important roles in serv ice tO I be public. Mrs. R. Gale 
Spauldtng's excellent work of book mending and repairing extends 
the useful life of many of the library's volumes. The performance 
of summer assistants Lindell Abbott ami John Hamilton, and the 
year round contributions of the pages and of janitor George 
Myers are worthy of mention as well. Miss Irene Francis and 
Miss Josephine Rosmus perform responsible services in the areas 
of bookkeeping and financial matters. 

Circulation 

A good library staff and good collection of library materials, 
including books, pamphlets, magazines, records, and films, 
combined with a reading conscious public, make for high circu- 
lation. Rutland has this, with a per capita circulation figure of 
approximately nine, widt h is high. 

A live hook collection involves constant weeding of worn and 
outdated materials as well as the addition of new and fresh ones. 
Ifttring the past year we weeded systematically through most of 
I he adult fiction sections, through the lirst several Dewey Decimal 
System divisions of the non-fiction, and the pamphlet file. Some 
of the weeded books contributed to a successful book sale which 
ftfct held during the latter part of the summer. Rearrangement 
of other pertinent materials was done to improve the "teens' 
corner" area of the library. 
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In the urea of maintenance were a new roof and downspouts 
for the library. Library activities once again were given good 
publicity throughout the year by I lie Rutland Daily Herald and 
by radio stations WSVH and WHWB. Numerous colorful and 
interesting displays were arranged through the efforts of Mrs. 
I teorge R. Jackson.

The past year was the busiest year ever experienced by the 
Fire Deportment, responding to ">o<> alarms as follows: Tele- 
phone 134, street box 94, automatic thermostat 8, verbal 17, 
and radio 3. The Fire Department also responded to I Hi Special 
Service calls of various nature. Members of the Department also 
worked several hours on traffic lights. 

There Were Mil malicious false alarms during the year. 
While every elfort has been made to apprehend the guilty per SOUS, 
we have f>eeii unsuccessful in doing so. 

There were (ieneral Alarm fires during the year. On 
Sunday. Dei-ember IS, I '.Mil a fire at the Berwick Hotel threatened 
the down town area for a while. The Pittsford. Proetnr and West 
Rutland Fire Departments were called on for assistance. The 
Pittsford Department was assigned to cover the Fire Station 
and were called to a fire at 51 Fast Center Street which they 
handled very efficiently, using their own apparatus. 

On January 2. 1965 at a general alarm fire at !)"> State Street, 
Delbert Hanson, aged months, lost hi^ life by smoke inhalation. 
His sister Diana, aged 3, was found unconscious under a crib by 
Fireman David Scu;ird. who earned her down a ladder. Diana 
was given oxygen and taken to the Hospital. The children's 
toother and three occupants in another apartment were led down 
a back stairway by Policemen and Firemen. During this lire 
another alarm was received for a (ire on the Campbell Road. 
Two pieces of apparatus were dispatched there by Radio. 

Fireman David Seward received second and third degree 
burns on his face and left arm while assisting the Proctor Fire 
Department and was hospitalized for two weeks in the Proctor 

Hospital.

The Welfare costs for the City of Rutland continue to ri.se. 
This upward spiral is nationwide and there seems no basis for 
hope of a reversal of the trend. F.very category of assistance 
shows this increase. General aid lias risen by around $4,000. 
Cost of State programs has risen although not as much as in 
previous years. The most significant increase lias lieen in 
Physician's charges to the City which have risen from $lti,2<i4 
l.-i-i year to in l9o-l-f>5, an increase of about 38%. The 

per diem rate at the Rutland Hospital has been raised approxi- 
mately 10%, which also accounts for increased expenditures. 

The Surplus Commodity Program, under which Federal 
surplus food is distributed, was widely used during the past year. 
The food is available to families and indiv iduals whose low income 
entitles them to participate in the program. Approximately 
160 families in Rutland receive surplus foods monthly. 

The Rutland City Farm continue* to care for transients and 
others in need of aid. It was necessary to take in sev eral families 
again this year, not because they were indigent but simply 
liecau.se they could not find a place to live. Many more are 
living in dwellings which do not meet I he most minimal require- 
ments for decent living. The City of Rutland has a desperate 
need for low cost housing. 

Contrary to the belief held by many people, the Welfare 
Department is not the refuge of those WOO are unwilling to help 
themselves. The majority of those receiving aid are either unable 
to work or arc; working but are not earning a living wage. There 
are a substantial number of wage earners in this city who are 

working lull time but are not earning e igh to support a family 

even at a mere subsistence level. Their wages are being subsidized 
with tax dollars through the Welfare Department. 

My sincere appreciation goes to my office staff, Miss 
Catherine Walsh and Mrs. John Halpiu for their able assistance 
and to Mr. and Mrs. Richard Decker, Superintendents at the 
Citv Farm. 

I also wish to thank Mayor Nichols and the Roaril ol 
Aldermen for their unfailing cooperation and help.

The following report from the Assessors' Office is respectfully 
submitted. 

Your Hoard of Assessors gratefully accept this opportunity 
to thank all of the Taxpayers, the Mayor. Aldermen, City Clerk 
and his staff, and all other departments for their splendid coopera- 
tion with this office. 

The recent change in the Vermont State Statutes whereby 
all cities and towns in the State must use the 50% ratio on all 
real estate is a step forward for all of us. This uniform method 
for all communities lo use the same ratio approach will reflect 
back to us in a substantial savings in the future. While we may 
have been paving more taxes to the State in the past, it will now 
be on an even keel for all towns and cities. 

We would like all of the Taxpayers to realize that when they 
are notified that all local assessments will be raised to a 50'', ratio 
it does not mean tliat they will have to pay more taxes. The tax 
rate will have to decrease in proportion to the increase in 
assessment ratio, l'lease understand that it is mandatory in all 
of the State of Vermont to use the 50% ratio. It is the law. 

Your Assessors are confident and are conscientiously working 
to keep the taxes in Rutland as low as possible and yet to make 
possible to all of the Citizens of Rutland the wonderful necessities 
our great city has, needs and deserves. 

The fiscal year KMili-HMw looks very bright for all of us.

J present herewith the l(Hi. r > uimiial finnncial report setting 
fortli the financial position of the City of Rutland at the close of 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1065: 

All debt service re<iiiircments of the City were met promptly 
during the year. Serial bonds totaling £JS6,000 were retired. 
Payments of $!2,f>88. 15 were also made on the direct reduction 
loans of the Parking Meter Fund. Combined interest payments 
on the bonded debt amounted to $H4,81 1.75 of which interest 
amounting fco 123,522.00 was paid on outstanding school con- 
struction bonds. 

GENERAL KI ND: This fund is financed by revenues from 
general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits, fines, revenues 
from other agencies, charges for current services, and other 
miscellaneous revenues. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, l!Hi5, revenues actually 
received were »5n.5x:<..s0 more than budget estimates, and 
expenditures were S87,H57.43 less than budgeted appropriations. 

The Budgetary system has been an important factor in the 
City ending another year with a sizeable surplus because of a 
control of appropriations and expenditures. 

SCHOOL l l'Nl): During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1965 revenues actually received exceeded budget estimates in 
the amount of $70,01 5.1)5 and expenditures were $1!),755.I2 less 
than budgeted appropriations.
